E WAR OF THE TIN SOLDIERS. 

Peace is apparently in sight in Nicaragua, 
with Uncle Sam sitting on the lid. The war 18 over, 
the wounded are well bandaged, and the fourteen 
or fifteen brave men who were slain in that ensaa- 
guined contest decently interred. As the Christmas 
star approaches, a hush falls on the wide expanses 
of land and water—mostly water—that constitute 
cor and hell-roaring little sister of the 

uth. 


It was a fierce struggle while it lasted. For 
months and months the troops of the contesting 
factions marched forth to battle or laid in wait for 
the enemy. Shots were fired and it is reported on 
good authority that several cases are known when 
a soldier actually hit a human being instead of 
puncturing a banana tree or clipping the wings of 
some late heron flying homeward with a fish in iss 
mouth for supper. 

Let us rejoice that the bugles or the tin horns 
or whatever it is the army uses in Nicaragua at 
last sound the welcome song of peace. The war is

It will be long and many a day before these sol- 
diers now wending their various ways back to the 
farms will pull the last cactus stickers from their 
skins and heels.

HE MAN AND THE BOOK. 
What a sensational career that of Maj.-Gen. 
Leonard Wood has been in the army! A doctor 
twenty-five years ago, who entered the army as an 


| assistant surgeon, in a little span of time he leaps 


to the very head of the army. 

Had Dr. Wood when he took a position in the 
medical corps of the United States army in 1886 
been a West Point graduate, with all the science of 
military affairs conned from books in a three years’ 
course at the military academy, one would not 
wonder at his rise; but the young army doctor was 
a mere civilian. He had had no book knowledge of 
military matters. He was a mere stripling, scarce- 
ly of the average age of graduates of West Point, 
when he first took service in the army as a physi- 
cian. He is only 49 years old now. 

He was serving as an assistant surgeon out in 
the Indian country infested by hostiles, where trav- 
eling was exceedingly dangerous. He had the true 
soldier spirit and could “carry a message to Gar- 
cia,” probably to hades. He rode seventy miles 
through the hostile country in a single night and 
then walked thirty the next day. In this same In- 
dian campaign he found a detachment of infantry 
without a commanding officer at a critical moment 
in the fight. He took command of the men and re- 
pulsed Geronimo and his band. 

No wonder 2 man with a spirit like this rose in 
the army. There was a great outcry when Presi- 
dent Roosevelt jumped him over the head of a ‘ot 
cf West Pointers into a high military position, and 
there has been a good deal of jealousy of Wood's 
rapid advancement up to the present time. 

. We had the same experience during the big Civil 
War. The feeling of the West Pointers against 
the volunteer officers was strong and bitter. But a 
great many of these “uneducated” soldiers devel- 


oped true military spirit and rose rapidly in the 


army on their own merits. 

Book learning in military affairs, as in medicine: 
or any other profession, may mean much or little. 
It all depends upon the man. Grant was a West 
Pointer, and so was Sherman. Whether it was be- 
cause of their studies or in spite of their studies, 
they made pretty good soldiers. Our townsman, 
Adna R. Chaffee, went into the volunteer army as 
a private, but he showed the true military spirit 
and developed military genius of the highest order. 
Fifty years before our Civil War the same thing 
had taken place in the great wars that France 
carried on against combined Europe. Farmers, 
small shop-keepe:s, tradesmen of al] kinds, rushed 
into the French army to repel the invaders, and no 
end of them rose to distinction in the wars before 
Napoleon came to the front.

TATES’ RIGHTS, WOMEN’S WRONGS. 
It is marvelous how hard an idea dies, Ua- 
doubtedly whén the American federation of States | 
was formed the several States did reserve certain 
rights to themselves which they did not and would 
not yield to the general government. In some re- 
spects these rights are well defined, in oth- 
ers they are clouded. most strenuous con- 
testants for States’ rights hold that anything not 
specifically and plainly yielded up to the Federal 
government is reserved by the States for their 
own administration. This is the view of the 
“strict constructionists,” the people who hold to the 
letter and forget that the Constitution has a spirit. 
They would make it a cast-iron set of rules, and 
would greatly hamper the administration of the 
government by their narrowness. | 
The other view, and we think the right one, is 
that the Constitution is a living organism, capable 
of being applied to all the conditions and exigencies: 
of the country that may arise with its growth and 
progress. This makes a system with some flexibil- 
ity and adaptability. We conceive that there is no 
other way of making the Constitution work. ' 
We have read in the press dispatches from va- 
rious portions of the country, during recent weeks, 
» of the results of investigation into the international 
traffic in women for immoral purposes. The sub- 
ject has been brought to the attention of the goy- 
ernment at Washington by a report from a com- 
mission authorized by Congress. It is fair to as- 
sume that the report of this commission is founded 
upon facts carefully ascertained. and dwelt upon 
without undue exaggeration. The facts are so aw- 
ful that exaggeration is almost out of the question. 
In dealing with this thing from the practical 
point of view a difficulty arises in deporting women 
unlawfully brought into the country. They are 
nearly all landed at New York and necessarily are 
all landed at seaport cities, except a few who come 
‘in over the Canadian border and a smaller number 
over the Mexican border, Now, to nab these women 
of putrid reputation and infamous influence or to 
rescue the victims of the trade caught and beguiled 
through their innocence or ignorance at the landing 
places is not easy.

brought into the country from the seaport towns- 
into the interior.

One would think that persons of any moral sense 
or right purposes, with human sympathy in their 
souls and a desire to protect the youth of our own 
country from corrupting influences, would not 
lightly put any obstruction in the way of the nec. 
essary legislation for accomplishing the end in.

Still another proof was his in- 
firmity, which had been the point on 
which God's greatness had broken into 
view, as the visible current of elec- 
tricity comes into lumimosity on the 
dull carbon point. This aMiction kept 
him humble and dependent on God, 
which were the very essential condi- 
tions for God's man)festation of his 
power. That weakness then became his
